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WCUtTURE 


The  detailed  statistics  on  poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed 
foods  presented  for  the  first  time  in  this  report  differ  considerahly 
from  the  statistical  series  previously  published  in  the  monthly  report 
"Canned  Poultry."  All  figures  in  this  report  are  ready-to-cook  weights. 
Previously,  canned  and  eviscerated  poultry  figures  were  published  on  a 
dressed  weight  basis.  The  new  statistical  series  has  been  expanded  to 
show  separate  statistics  for  chickens,  turkeys  and  other  poultry,  both 
eviscerated  and  used  in  canning.  Separate  data  are  no  longer  available 
on  quantities  certified  for  canning  and  for  evisceration.  For  compara- 
tive purposes,  the  monthly  details  are  shown  beginning  with  January  1954, 
which  is  the  first  month  for  which  the  new  data  are  available . A break- 
down of  chickens  and  turkeys  eviscerated  by  major  classes  is  shown  be- 
ginning with  July  1955 • 


Poultry  used  in  canning  and  in  other  processed  foods  in  August  totaled 
13,380,000  pounds  ready  to  cook  weights,  compared  with  14, 511,000  pounds  in  August 
last  year.  The  quantity  used  in  August  this  year  consisted  of  11,606,000  pounds  of 
chickens,  1,745,000  pounds  of  turkeys,  and  29,000  pounds  of  other  poultry.  No  com- 
parisons are  available  with  a year  ago  for  the  various  classes  of  poultry  used . 


The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  August  to- 
taled 105,519,000  pounds  compared  with  79,059,000  pounds  in  August  last  year.  Of 
this  total,  72,089;000  pounds  were  chickens  and  other  poultry,  and  33,430,000 
pounds  were  turkeys.  During  August  of  last  year,  the  quantity  of  poultry  certified 
consisted  of  50,419,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  other  poultry,  and  28,640,000 
pounds  of  turkeys .
